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Continuation of 1 1 . Applicant states the cited reference of Hanaya fails to teach or suggest the sound associated with the program after 
the switching is muted. In response the Examiner disagrees, Hanaya discloses when channel switching process starts, image in the 
currently received channel is used to mute the sound (SP1 1 1) in fig. 25. Note at this stage that switching has not completed. After 
switching process completed (SP1 13), the sound and image are relieved (SP1 14). Claim 1 specifically recites "a mute section for muting 
the first audio signal... when (emphasis added) the audio signal switch section switches the second audio signal to the first audio signal." 
Here claim 1 is reciting, during the switching process, the first audio signal is mutted. Hanaya teaches muting the sound during switching 
process performs and relieving the sound after switching is completed. Applicant attention is directed to claim 1 where it shows the 
limitation "when the audio signal section switches...", and the cited reference fig. 25 SP111-SP114. The claim invention does infact read 
on the cited reference. 
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
